TURKEY BECOMING TiRED OF IT. 


She Declares that Russia is Virtually 
Waging War against her. 


Lonpon, March 8.—The Standard’s 
Paris specia! is assured that Turkey has 
forwarded a circular declaring that 
Russia has been indirectly waging war 
against Turkey and is now instigating 
insurrection in Bosnia. Gen. lgnatieff 
while in Berlin received no encourage- 
ment from Prince Bismarck to go to 
war.

at. obtaining declarations from the 
powers that it is the porte’s duty to ex- 
ecute the conference programme, and 
unless the porte fulfills the duty, no 
European powers will be at liberty to 
claim its fulfillment.

The New Herse Disease. 


From the New York Herald, 5th. 

The nervous disease which broke 
out among the car horses of Brooklyn 
on Friday last continues to prevail, and 
very little hope is entertained of saving 
the lives of the afflicted animals. The 
number now sick at the Gates avenue. 
stable is forty. Fifteen horses have 
died since Friday last at these stables, 
and even if some of the present sick 
ones should recoyer they will probably 
be worthless. The animals die in about 
twenty-four hours after the first sym 
toms manifest themselves. It is said 
by the veterinary surgeons who are at- 
tending the sick animals that the dis- 
ease resembles the cerebro-spinal men- 
ingetis, from which human beings 
suffer. The disease is thought to be 
caused by an unhealthy atmosphere. 
The Gates avenue stables are old and 
inferior in many respects to the other 
car stables in the city, which accounts, 
it is said, for the large number of sick 
horses. There have been four slight 
cases in the Reid avenue stables and 
three in the Broadway stables, but no 
deaths. The drivers say the disease is 
generally prevalent at this season of 
the year. 
The reported mortality among horses 
in Canada, caused by a new and terrible 
epizootic, coupled with the prevalence 
of cerebro-spinal meningitis in the sta- 
bles of the Brooklyn railroad compa- 
nies, har created alarm among the 
owners of horses in this city. As yet,

e has the finest newspaper office in 
America, and sells 90,000 copies of his 
paperaday. It hasoften puzzled jour- 
na ists to know why those poorly ed- 
ited papers, with only a half-dozen col- 
umns of reading matter, should have 
thousands of readers, where

The Evening Star, of Washington, is 
another such paper. It issmaller than 
the Columbus Timer, and 4 a 
clear profit of $30,000 to $00, a 
year. It has a circulation of 17,- 
000 to 20,000; all in the city of 
Washington. Itcarries about thirteen 
columns of ajvertisements and seven 
columns of reading matter. It sells for 
three cents. It really looks as if these 
little papers, full of meat and juice, are 
just the thing for this bustling, hurried 
age. The man of to-day wants his 
news packed in a nut-shell, so that he 
can pick it out in a hutry. 

An additional proof of the success 
that attends “a little paper well filled,”

testifies. This paper is issued at 2, 4 
and 5 each afternoon. Its sworn aver- 
age circulation for each day of last 
week was 52,823. On the afternoon of 
tie 9th of November it circulated 123,- 
000 copies. It is an evening edition of 
the Herald, in which that giant machine 
throws off its surplus energy. The 
Daily News, Ben Wood’s paper, a mere 
thumb-rag, and seHing for one cent, 
disposes of 128,000 copies a day, so he

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A G' OD MOTE. 


Prospects of a City Park-—-A Long 
Felt Need to be Supplied. 

If Atlanta has had any one particular 
deficiency since it came to be a city of maegni- 
tude, it has been the total want of anything 
like a city park and the consequent absence 
of natural beauty in the midst of so much 
brick. mortar and rubbish amd an ever present 
smel]l of fresh paint. 

Our people haye made themselves partly excus- 
able for their @itra practicability by the magnifi- 
cent results it has produced, but the time has 
come when there are other things to be thought 
of than how many more brick blocks the city 
limits will contain, at d how to coyer up every 
trace of nature out of sight of our busy, rest- 
less people. Every first-class city is obliged 
to have parks. just as every first 
class city is obliged to have water-worcs. Some 
people are fortunate enough to enjoy parks 
with an artist’s appreciation ef beauty, but 
many others don’t care a snap for their pleasing 
effects upon the eye and the mind, but still de- 
mand them as a matter of public safety and 
economy. He was a philosopher who said that 
parks are the lungs of a city, tating in all the 
noxious vapors, all the poisonous airs, and all 
the hot bresth of the crowded wards, and bya 
mysterious chemistry, which never gets out of 
order. sending back these vapors in pure, sweet, 
life-giving air. 

Every other city in the state has left us far 
behind in this particular, and in this alone. 
Augusta has along park in the centre of two of 

ber central streets, and the whole city abounds 
in Gpe growth of water oaks, elms and syca- 
mores. 

Savannah is a city of parks and i¢ almost 
shaded from the southern sun by her leafy treas- 
ures, 

Macon has @ park which isa model to be ex- 
eelled no where south of Mason's and Dicken’s 
line. Columbus is full of trees and adorm her 


—— 


Atlanta has had natural disadvantages to 
_ overcome, which stood in the way of none of 
these cities The lines have fallen te us in very 
pleasant, but very rugged and hilly places, 
upon which nature has not lavished her lux- 
uriant growth nor planted her stateliest trees. 
Yet these obstacles are not sufficient to stop 
the energy our people have displayed in all 
things else. 
, For several years past the question of a city 
park has been agitated but for various 
reasons nothing very definite has ever been pro. 
posed, er at le’ st entertained seriously. 
Oglethorpe park was promised as a relief, but 
_ itis too far out, and in ite present condition of 
* fed, rngged barrenness is far less inviting than 
the ayerage streets in the city. 

Atlanta has been built up in such a way that 
no available spot in its center has been ieft for 
an extensive park. Oniy one spot affords the 
pramise of usefulness for this purpose and that 
is the 

CITY HALL SQUARE, 
and this is now receiving the first touches of 
an improvement that may convert it into a most 
“charming spot. About two years ago the plat 
of about four acres was set ont 
in young trees of several kinds 
which have grown finely and will soon afford a 
beautifal shade. The growth of grass and 
clover has been fine, and {ts general appearance 
has been notably improved of late years. 
It eeems that the authorities are making a 
direct effort to put it in fine condition for the 
coming summer. It it being laid off into zer- 
‘pentine walks, artistically arranged, and the 
soil will be prepared for the heaviest sowing of 
the finest blue grass. A band stand is to be 
erected near the center of the equare, and a 
number of fountains are to be placed in various 
parts of it.

Some 
one has said “a woman reasons without 
reason,” and I conelude this article 
with the remark that I do not wan’t 
the capital removed from Atlanta be. 
cause—becanse I don’t. ‘
